Kvery Rnlriler to lie Marked By the Sur- 
geon — A Rumor About Blaine's Reale;n*- 
t on — Kiprrlm«ntiii| on a Sew Gun. 
Other Dispatches. 

Wahhinoton, July 22.— Army offioers 
are thinking of some way to preveut de- 
sertion, which of lute years swiiis to be 
Jit the increase. Some time ago it was 
stated, apoil what was deemed excellent 
authority, that President Harrison 
would issue a proclamation giving gen* 
eiiil amnesty to all deserters, such as 
was done when Gen. Grant was presi 
dent in 1«72. but up to this writing the 
order has not appeared, although Ben- 
u tor Phnnb utd others of its advocates 
have received assurance from the pleat 
dent that it will be done. 

To the averuge layman the issuing of 
Birch an order looks like putting a pre- 
mium on desertion, but the promoters 
of this idea argue that there are thou- 
sands of young men in the west who en- 
listed under assumed names, and then, 
tiring of the service, deserted: that tins 
fact still hangs over them ami acts us a 
bar to their business prospects in the 
future for fear of someday tH-ing Hauled 
up bv the military authorities. In order 
to prevent, if possible, the re-enlistment 
of men who have deserted from the 
army three or four times, it is now pro- 
posed to adopt an ofd custom that for- 
metly prevailed in the army. 

Wfien a recruit now presents himself 
to the surgeons and is passed, the doo- 
ter will proceed to vaccinate him upon a 
certain portion of the body, which will, 
of course, be known to the army sur- 
geons. Should this man desert the 
service and present himself at some re- 
cruiting rendezvous under an assumed 
iiunie, us is done nearly every week, tho 
fact that he is a deserter from the unity 
will be clearly established. Hy the 
adoption of this simple method, it is be- 
lieved that the great evil of desertion 
which baa become such a source of 
worry and trouble to the officers will be 
mitigated, if not finally wiped out 

I lalne and the President. 

Washington, Julv 22. The Sunday 
Herald speaking of President Harrison's 
proposed visit to Bar Harbor, an I Sec- 
retary Blaine s probable resignation. 
Bays: "The president last Friday had 
under consideration certain mutters con- 
uected with the department of state, but 
declined to act conclusive! J upon them 
before having u per-o;ial o n'erenco 
with Seoretury Iilaine. In answer to 
inquiry regarding a prospective date for 
that conference, he said he expected to 
meet Mr. Bluine about the middle of 
August, and in answer to further iu- 

Suiries reminding the reports of Mr 
iluinc '• resignation, ho said he hud no 
definite information regarding Mr. 
Blaine's intentions in that respect. The 
conference did not reiute to appoint- 
ment:* or American politics, but entire- 
ly to foreign affairs, and the inference 
impressed upon the minds of the Presi- 
dent's interviewers was that as regards' 
Mr. Blaine, the most cordial relations 
existed l>etween him and his premier in 
matters relating to the hitter's depart- 
ment. As regards Mr. Blaine's resigna- 
tion, no doubt exists in the minds of 
those best informed, that he will give 
up His portfolio ou or about the 1st of 
October proximo." 

Watchmen as Policemen. 

Wahhinotos, July 22. — With a view 
to giving the members of the watch 
force of the treasury ample authority in 
oases of emergency, tho district commis- 
sioners have appointed all the watchmeu 
si>eoial policemen. It frequently happens 
that the services of a policeman are bad- 
ly needed about the department, and to 
avoid disputes which might otherwise 
arise if arrests, were made without re- 
ceiving proper authority, this oourse hn I 
been deemed the wisest to pursue. Ac- 
cordingly the chief watchman. Capt. H. 
A. Cobuugh, and his entire force of 
twenty-two men have been commis- 
sioned aud swo rn iu as p olicemen. 

A W lr.- Wound Gun. 

WisHiNOTON, July 22. One of the 
results of the recent deliberations of the 
ordnance and fortification board wits u 
decision to build a ten-inch wire-wound 
gun for experimental purposes. This 
recommendation has been approved, and 
the ordnance department has issued ad- 
vertisements for proposals to furnish the 
necessary costings and forgings. The 
work of fabrication will be performed ut 
the Watervliet arsenal. Advertisements 
have also been issued for one hundred 
se\en-inch uud fifty eleven-inch steel 
sheila 



A L KE STEAMER BURNED. 

Narrow Kacupe of the Crew After Much 
-nlTerlne. 

Sooth Haven. 'H-h., July V2. The 
steam barge JoJK>*tU l-'urman, Capt John 
G. Vosburg and crew of ten men from 
Cleveland, homeward bound from St. 
Joseph, Mich., wher£ she had just dis- 
charged a cargo of coal, took tire be- 
tween her boiler aud engine about 2 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, wheu twen- 
ty miles off this point The Hre raged 
fiercely and the Doat was destroyed in 
an incredibly short tima 

The crew were cut off by rapid pro- 
gress of the names from " communica- 
tion with the shin's Itoats and had 
barely time to suuteh the hatch cover and 
some of the finders from the flames, 
and hastily improvise rafts on which to 
make their escape. The rafts were so 
hea\ily freighted ns to sink the occu- 
pants waist> deep in the lake, in which 
condition they remained, drifting about 
in n heavv sen swell until 8 o'clock lost 
night, when they were rescued, com- 
pletely exhausted, by the steamer Glenn 
and a crew of the life saving station here. 
When rescued dipt Vasbir.g wits al- 
most lifeless from exhaustion and coal! 
not have survived another half how:. 
He and his crew are being eared for 
here by citizens. Thev lost everything, 
including some good sized BOH i« of 
money which they hud in their effects 
onboard. The steam barge was ucurlv 
new and cost *45,(MK) and la-longed to 
Patrick Smith, of Cleveland. She was 
not insured. 

Imprisoned In Cnatle Gnrilen. 

New Yobk, July 22.— The it— rnwhip. 
City of Chester, which arrived Barry 
Sundny morning, from Liverpool, 
brought 180 cabin and 474 steerage pas- 
sengers. She passed quarantine nil 
right, but after reaching her dock a 
child among the steerage passengers was 
found to be suffering from an eruptive 
disease, which the ships snrgeon pro- 
nouuoed to be measles. The emigration 
commissioners feared it might be small- 
pox, and they looked up the 474 emi- 
grants in Castle Garden until late in 
the afternoon, when the health offlfi r of 
the port officially declared the childs 
illness to be measles, and the im- 
prisoned people were allowed t> leave 
the garden. 

Run Into By a Hand-Car. 

BiiOominoton, 111., July 22. At Say- 
brook, ou the Lake Erie aud Western, 
near this city Friday, a hand-cur moving 
at a very high rate of speed and pro- 
pelled by four section men ran into a 
spring wagon at a crossing within the 
town limits. J. . B. Wills, who was 
driving the wagon, was thrown out 
violently and the wagon overturned, 
and the hund-oar and its contents sent 
riving into the ditch Mr. Wills hud his 
skull fructured and suffered from con- 
cussion of the brain and will die. A 
man on the humUcar named Nelson, 
hud three ribs broken and was Injured 
internally and will probably die. One 
or two other section hands were badlv 
hurt. 

flafe; After SiulT. 
Boston. Julv 32. —A special to The 
Herald from Manchester, X. H, nn 
James Fullertou. of Bedford, sailed for 
Europe yesterday to claim an immen-e 
estate on the Island of Arron, compris- 
ing the lauds of Kilmiehuci and Whit 
farland. which have been nn tailed for 
several hundred years in the Fullertou 
family. The woman who lscld the prop- 
erty under the Scotch law of entail has 
died, and there being no direct male 
heu s nearer than Mr. Fullertou, he luu 
decided to go to Scotland at once. This 
will be his tirst visit since leaving At TOO 
fifty years ago, when he was but seven 
years' old. 

Terrible Kxperlence at Sea. 

Nkw York, July 22. -The steamship 
Huwkhurst. Capt. Robinson, has just 
arrived from a Brazilian port Ou her 
outward trip from New York the steamer 
had a te nil do experience. Her cargo, 
consisting of 2U0 barrels of oil and u 
quantity of tow, oaught fire aud her 
crew tried to desert The captain, how- 
ever, compelled them to remain on the 
vessel, and successfully made the run 
of 2,800 miles with the fire smouldering 
in her holil 

Fell Down An Klevator Shaft. 
New York. July 22. -Fred. Fuller, 
aged 24 years, a waiter at the Hotel 
Gerlach. fell down the elevator shaft 
from the ninth storv to the basement, 
110 feet Sunday, and was killed. The 
fall was due to his own car -ssuess. 
He raced with the elevatorb y who was 
in the hull, aud reaching the shaft first 
opened the door and steoped in. The

FLOOD IN THE HOCKING VALLEY. 



Hundreds of Heads of Live Stock a wept 
Away — Tree*. Fences and Crop* He- 
stroyed— Fortunately ?to Human I.Ives 
Were SncrlBced. 

Lancaster, O., July 22. Saturday 
one of the most disastrous storms ever 
known in the Hocking Valley culmin- 
ated in the breaking of Sharp's dam at 
Sugar Grove, on the lfteking canal. 
The dam held in store a large body of 
water that supplied the lower level's of 
the canal. The heavy rains hud filled 
the reservoir to the banks, wheu sud- 
denly the dam gave way, and with a 
mighty roar the sea of water went out 
through the valley, taking with it every 
movable object 

For twenty miles the soil is ploughed 
up. Trees, fences, crops and hundreds 
of head of live stock have been swept 
away. No lives were lost because Un- 
people had taken warning and because 
the houses are situated on the bluff that 
overlooks the valley. But the canal for 
miles is a wreck, and thousands 
of feet of railroad track are washed 

Athens the Cincinnati, Washing- 
ton and Baltimore and Hocking Valley 
railroad tracks are carried away and 
trains will be delayed several days. 
Bonds and bridges are annihilated, and 
the whole valley for miles looks like a 
dry water course. Competent judges 
place the loas iu the hundreds of thou- 
sands. 

IN THE UTTLE KAn7 vVHA VALLEY. 
The Flood Disaster Much Greater Than at 
First Reported. 

Parkersburg, W. Va., July 22.- 
News has been received from all parts of 
Wood and Wirt counties and the afflic- 
tion proves to be far worse than was first 
dreamed of. The county commissioners 
estimate that the loss in this couutv 
alone will reach $500,000. Nearly all of 
this is on the south side of the Little 
Kanawha river. Farmers living on Lee 
creek, Clute creek. Big Tigart creek and 
Pond creek have lost nearly all then- 
possessions. A meeting is to In* held to- 
morrow night to discuss plans of relief. 
A call for aid will lie matte as many fam- 
ilies in this und Wirt county are entire- 
ly without anything on which to sub- 
sist 

A telephone message lute yesterday 
eveuiug from Elizabeth says that the 
village of Morristown is entirely de- 
stroyed, eight dwelling houses, two 
stores, the I laptist church, tobacco pack- 
ing house and other buildings are gone. 

Seven lives were lost in Tucker s 
creek. They are Orville West, wife ami 
two children; «'ohu Bailey ami Roy 
Kiger and his wife, and another Un- 
known peraon. John Hughes, his wife 
aud three children, living on the head 
of the creek, were drowned. Other 
deaths were Mrs. Isaac Roberts. Ed- 
ward Boso, Mrs. Isaac Tucker, all in 
this county. 

Orville West whose familv were 
drowned mud* a heroic effort to save 
them. He floated with them four miles 
down Tucker creek, trying to get them 
to shore, but they were carried awny 
from him. James Roberts, whose 
mother wus drowned, tried to save her 
by currying her from a floating house to 
shore, but he fell, and she was swept 
away. He had already saved two small 
children. 

Navigation will be suspended for a 
good while because of the break in lock 
No. I, in Little Kanawha, ami up-the- 
river people will have no eoinmuniou- 
tion with the outside world.

BOULANGErVS LATEST. 

He fsMM Another Manlfeito — Other 
Foreign nupntohes. 

London, July 22. - Messrs. Botilanger. 
Dillon and Rochefort are out in a mani- 
festo to their fellow countrymen, in 
which they denounce the calumnies of 
ministers, who, as they say, have them- 
selves been convioted of peculations. 
They assert that the ministers have l>eeu 
making desperate attempts to extort 
from army officers former subordinates 
of Gen. Boulanger's charges of one sort 
and another against him, and that they 
are even no >v using public funds to ob- 
tain against the general prepared testi- 
mony from jail birds and oouvicts. 

The manifesto continues: They ap- 
pealed to the penal code bat brought 
absolutely nothing against us. If they 
could have obtained the most trivial 
proof of misconduct on our part, it is 
not likely that they would risk as they 
are risking now, the prosecution of ths 
assize court by negotiating with forgers 
to furnish ev idenoe against ns. It is to 
you, fellow-countrymen, that we appeal 
to judge between us and this gang of 
thieves. We await with serene confi- 
dence the sentence from which the ban- 
dits, who even now feel it coming, 
vainly endeavor to escape. Long live 
the honest rep ublio. 

International Labor Congress. 

Paris. July 22. - The international 
labor congress held a session yesterday, 
and Mr. Bowen, of the American 
Knights of Labor, made a speeoli, ex- 
plaining the operation of the trusts, and 
pointing out the dangers with which 
they threatened worringmen every- 
where. The congress pCssed a series of 
resolutions requesting all governments 
to oppose monopolies iu raw materials, 
and urging workingmen to organize 
against trusts. The next session of the 
oongress will be held in Brussels. 

The Marxists' oongress yesterday de- 
cided to hold a demonstration in every 
country in Europe and in America, in 
favor of eight hours for a working day, 
The dny for the demonstration is fixed 
for May 1. 1800. 

A Berlous Conflagration. 

Vienna. Jnly 21. — : A disastrous con- 
flagration occurred yesterday in the 
town of Paks. on the Danube, in Hun- 
gary. Over 400 houses, including sev- 
eral publie buildings, were destroyed. 
Oreut distress prevails among the in- 
habitants, a large proportion of whom 
are left wi thout sh elter.

Powderly Addresses a Mass Meeting and

Chicago, July 22.— The executive 
board of the Knights of Labor assigned 
A W. Wright J. J. Holland and John 
Devlin, of their membership, to hear 
oomplaints aud appeals of individuals 
and assemblies. The court, us it is 
called, was in session at the Sherman 
house yesterday. Two or three cases of 
minor consequence was decided. 

The executive board decided to issue 
a cull to the assemblies for money to aid 
tho striking miners of the Braidvvood, 
111., district, nud the iira/.il, lud . re- 
gion. No assessment is made. The 
contributions are requested.

He la Finally Captured and Landed In thr 
Chicago Jail— An <>«c«r Probably 
Fatally Shot Wear Cleveland— Ot her

Chicago, July 2a.— Henry Nutt, a 
colored man 00 yean old, shot two men 
and two boys last night Yesterday he 
had some words with Mrs. Moore, his 
hoarding house keeper. When Ed. 
Johnson, her stepson, came home she 
ooraplaiued of Nutt's oonduct, and 
Johnson upbraided Nutt Nutt drew 
his 44-ealiU'r revolver and promptly 
opened tire. The first ball grazed John- 
son's thigh and the second hit Thomas 
Watson, shuttering the shin bone. 

Nutt then ran into the street and was 
pointed out to Officer Shea. The po- 
liceman gave chase aud Nutt turned and 
fired two Mints in quick succession. 
The first missed the officer, but hit ■ 
little colored boy named Ira Mitchell, 
under the left eye. The wound is not 
dangerous. The second shot also missed 
its mark, but was fired at such close 
quarters that the blaze from the mouth 
of tlie pistol burned the officer s eye 
brows. .The bullet hit another boy 
•bout a bit K-k away. 

Nutt was nut disposed to yield his lib- 
erty, and, finding his weapon empty, 
Irtsgan u terrific struggle with the officer, 
biting, scratching and kicking with all 
his might He succeeded in getting the 
officer's thumb between his teeth, and 
it was not until the policeman pushed 
his own revolver down the negro's 
throat and told him he would kill him 
unless he l>ecauie quiet that he finally 
concluded to submit He was then 
taken to the station. An examination 
of Shea s thumb showed that it had been 
nearly severed from his hand.
